DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been reviewed; the objections and rejections cited are as stated 
below. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 26 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 12-48 been renumbered 1 1-47. Applicant is suggested to renumber 
the claims and their dependence, accordingly. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising: 1. a 
method for negotiation to establishing back up partners in accordance with agreement or contract 
such as bandwidth, storage space, periodic updating data, location of partner, including 
renegotiation as recited in claims 2-4, 14-27, 29 and 43-47; II. Claims, 5-13, 28 and 30-42 are 
specifically related to an employment of a number of mechanisms and algorithms, e.g., data 
compression, encoding and encryption, for enhancing data integrity to backup or restore data, 
sequentially. These species are distinct and independent Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
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examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
